Scripture Lesson: Romans 10:1-17. 


Text: Romans 10:8-11, “... The word is nigh thee, even 
in thy mouth, and in thy heart: that is, the word of 
faith, which we preach; that if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth Jesus as the Lord, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. For with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness; and with the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation. For the scripture saith, Whosoever believeth on 
him shall not be put to shame.”—R. V. 


HIS SUBJECT is one that we have ofttimes been 

} instructed along, and necessarily so, for it is a 

must in our Christian birth and life. This is the 

route of true repentance, that will cause the sinner or 

saint alike to strike the rock with a flame of spiritual fire 

bursting out in one’s soul fresh from the altar of heaven. 

Such is John’s exhortation, that “if we confess our sins, 

he is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 

Then, there is the daily confession of Christ before men 
that we may in turn be confessed by Him before our heav- 
enly Father. (Matthew 10:34) 

But there is still another step in our confession that is 
as essential to our spiritual growth as three square meals 
daily are to our physical development, and must be prac- 
ticed just as regularly. In the text the apostle Paul 
speaks very plainly of this confession, for said he: “The 
word is near you, even in your mouth, and in your heart 
that if you confess with your mouth, and believe in your 
heart (mind) you shall be saved.” Then he explains fur- 
ther in the simplest of terms, that with the heart (mind) 
man believes and thereby finds favor in the sight of God. 
But he quickly adds that God does not make delivery un- 
til we have declared ourself as having accepted the prom- 
ise of His Word: “For with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation.” 

This is a spiritual law that God has written into the 
universe. It is as consistent as the laws of nature, which 
also have been ordained of The Great Unchangeable. By 
obedience to this law, we may come into possession of any 
or all of the benefits that were purchased for us at Cal- 
vary. The phrase “thou shalt be saved,” we commonly re- 
fer wholly to the new birth. Certainly to be born of God 
is the very cornerstone of salvation, but it reaches even 
further. Salvation is as inclusive as Calvary. In St. John 
Jesus said to the leper, “Be thou made whole.” This 
phrase, according to Young’s Concord7nce, was translated 
from the same Greek word, sozo, that Paul used in our 
text, which is translated “thou shalt be saved.” Christ 
confirms this in the incident of the man borne of four 
who was sick of palsy. Addressing him, Jesus said, “Son, 
thy sins be forgiven thee.” But because of the questioning 
minds He asked, “Whether it is easier to say to the sick 
of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to say, Arise, 
and take up thy bed and walk? But that ye may know 
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that the Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins, 
(he saith to the sick of the palsy,) Arise, and take up thy 
bed and go thy way into thine house.” Christ, who is the 
same today, confirms His authority to save by His power 
to heal. Thus we readily realize that Paul, like Christ, in- 
cluded every aspect of redemption. He opens before us the 
simple formula for attaining the blessings of every prom- 
ise in the Scripture. 

In sO many cases we read the promises of the Scripture 
and wish that they might come true in our case. But they 
seem to be vague and unapprehensive as we reach out in 
prayer seeking, begging, and pleading that God should 
come to us. And many times, because of these vain ex- 
periences to receive of God, we are prone to take many 
of the promises that are for the here and now and place 
them in the distant future. Because of this tendency, 
Paul, like the Old Testament prophet, let us understand 
that “today is the day .. . now is the accepted time.” Paul 
emphasized that “the word is nigh thee.” To make it more 
eminent, he declares, “even in thy mouth.” Because of 
this simplicity of receiving the promises of God’s Word, 
we ofttimes stumble. However, this is essentially the same 
simplicity that Christ stressed when He declared, “What- 
soever things you desire when ye pray, believe that you 
receive them, and ye shall have them.” Paul says if you 
shall declare with your mouth the promises of God and 
believe in your heart, that you then shall obtain the prom- 
ise. But, regardless of your believing, without a positive 
confession of that promise we shall never receive its bene- 
fits, for “confession is made unto salvation.” 

The question would arise, “But what if it doesn’t hap- 
pen?” Paul, knowing our doubting nature, was quick to 
add, “for the scriptures saith, Whosoever believeth on 
him shall not be put to shame.” 


A LADY once called me after prayer had 
been offerec for her. She was very dejected because she 
felt that God had passed her by. She lamented that 
prayer was made for the healing of her body, but that 
God had not healed her. But worse still, in her mind, was 
the fact that many of her neighbors were present when 
she was prayed for and were telling that she was healed. 
She had determined to be very careful to say nothing of 
her healing until she enjoyed all the manifestations of it 
in her body. She did not share the faith in God’s prom- 
ise, “By his stripes ye were healed,” that her neighbors 
had for her. I endeavored to point out to her her lack of 
faith in God’s written promise, and that she should have 
been the first one to confess it. Some two or three hours 
later she called again and was now very jubilant. She had 
been to her neighbor’s and declared her faith in God’s 
promise for her healing. As soon as she had witnessed to 
it, a great weakness came over her body to the extent of 
almost collapsing in her neighbor’s home. But immedi- 
ately after this last desperate trial with which Satan 
tempted her faith in God’s promise to heal, she felt the 
presence of God surge her body with healing strength. 
She learned that confession is made unto salvation. This 
holds true for all of God’s p?omises, whether for the 
soul, mind, or body. 

To confess the Word of God is to receive new manna 
from heaven continually, both spiritually and physically. 
As the Word exerts, “The Spirit and the Word agree.” 
Again, “God watches over His Word to perform it.” This 
unconditionally binds God to His Word. Thus God con-

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Remember that the promise is that spiritual folk 

will have dreams and will see visions, but remem- 
ber that all dreams and so-called revelations are not nec- 
essarily the results of spirituality. God has given me, and 
many of my friends, wonderful visions and dreams. Some 
of them have changed the course of my life completely. 
On the other hand, there is a tendency among many to 
think that the more dreams you have, or the more rev- 
elations you profess, the more spiritual you are. Conse- 
quently, we have some folk who are constantly trying to 
impress people with the number and nature of the 
dreams they have had. There are no boundaries to the 
flights of their fanciful imagination, nor is there any lim- 
it to the length of their exaggeration. The sad part of it 
all is that they take these berserk ideas in place of the 
Word of God, and govern their lives by them. They are 
too lazy to read the Bible, and it is more exciting and 
adventuresome to govern one’s life by the meanderings of 
the subconscious in the night. 


ws REAMS AND REVELATIONS are not spirituality. 


Someone says, “Pastor, God gave me the most w-o-n- 
d-e-r-f-u-] dream. I dreamed that I was walking along 
with an umbrella and a whirlwind picked me up and 
landed me on the mountain top. As I tried to get back 
down again, I missed my footing and fell over the cliff. 
There was a deep river beneath me, and just before I got 
to it I woke up. What do you think the Lord wants me 
to do?” No doubt, God wants her to take it a bit more 
temperately with pie and ice cream late at night. 

There are dreams that are caused by worry, fright, ex- 
citement, overeating, bereavement, overtiredness, antici- 
pation, and lack of enough blankets at night. There are 
also dreams that are caused by the Lord. The dreams that 
the Lord causes to come are never foolish, obscene, ridic- 
ulous, cruel, nor unscriptural. They never bring about 
damage to the work of the Lord when they are followed. 
Some of them are sacred secrets that God does not expect 
the individual to divulge. The Bible makes reference to 
some folk who were called “filthy dreamers,” so it is ap- 
parent that all dreaming does not originate in the realm 
of the truly spiritual. Because one dreams or professes to 
have had colorful dreamg does not prove that individual 
to be a spiritual person. 

So-called revelations do not prove spirituality, either. I 
have met some folk who are constantly telling about 
some recent revelation they have had. In the first few 
verses of the twelfth chapter of Paul’s Second Epistle to 
the Corinthians, he mentions that he had received a rev- 
elation of things which he was not permitted to tell. In 
fact, he said the revelation was so grand that. God per-

mitted Satan’s angel to buffet him thereafter, lest he 
should be overelated or proud. In the minds of many peo- 
ple this was the last revelation that God gave to anyone 
as a secret not to be told. The twenty-sixth verse of the 
fourteenth chapter of Paul’s First Epistle to Corinth re- 
veals that there were some folk in that church who were 
always trying to tell about their revelations. They were 
reprimanded by Paul and told to do things in the church 
that would edify 


Now let us remember concerning revelation 
that God does give true and wonderful revelations to spir- 
itual people. The tenth verse of the second chapter of 
First Corinthians tells us that God does reveal the deep 


things of His own nature to His spiritual children. The 
great revelation of New Testament doctrine and discipline 
has been given. It cannot be added to nor taken from. Its 
meaning is plain for all men to read, and its truths are 
comprehended naturally by minds that have been re- 
newed by regeneration. A renewed mind needs no super 
revelation to understand the New Testament. 

In Ephesians, chapter three, verses one through five, 
Saint Paul refers to the mystery of the Church which was 
not made known unto the sons of men in the Old Testa- 
ment period. He declared that God had given him this 
truth by revelation, and that he had written about it to 
the Ephesians. Note that he said, “Whereby, when ye 
read, ye may understand my knowledge in the mystery of 
Christ.” He did not say, “After you have had a super rev- 
elation you will be able to understand it.” The New Testa- 
ment is the native tongue of the born-again believer, be- 
cause it is the language of the family of God of which 
he has been made a member by the new birth. 

I have noted often that many who are constantly 
claiming great revelations designed to govern the lives 
of fellow believers, are themselves very poor Bible schol- 
ars. Had they lived in the days of the apostles, when 
there was no written New Testament revelation, this 
might have been in order, but to-day God says, “Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God—rightly . . . dividing the 
word of truth.” 

The revelations that bless and encourage believers are 
those that exalt and extol the Lord Jesus and draw the 
children of God together. These revelations that magnify 
the one giving them, and in a voice of screaming shrill- 
ness or booming thunder vise one faction to withdraw 
from the rest of the fellowship because of their supposed 
super-spirituality and advanced revelation, are not of 
God. They are to be marked as those that cause strife

and division among the people of God, and they are both 
carnal and self-righteous in their origin. Yes, God will 
continue to give revelations to His faithful children, but 
they will always be in harmony with the Word, and they 
will always deepen love and intensify fellowship, and 
point men’s eyes to the Lord Jesus Christ. On the other 
hand, professed revelations, regardless of how startling- 
ly sensational they may be, if not in line with the New 
Testament, are the product of carnality instead of spir- 
ituality. They probably stem from ignorance as well, and 
have little respect for the scriptures. A selfish thought 
that flashes into the minds of many carnal folks is 
taken by them to be a revelation. 


SIGNS, WONDERS, and miracles are no 
proof of true spirituality, either. First of all, everything 
that appears to be a sign or a miracle is not one. Satan 
is not waiting until the reign of the antichrist to unveil 
all his “lying wonders.” In the days of Pharaoh the ma- 
gicians duplicated many of the miracles that God per- 
formed through Moses and Aaron. We are still wrestling 
with principalities and powers in the high spiritual realm, 
and they are more than a match for human intellect and 
comprehension if the latter is unaware of the value of 
obeying the New Testament, and is devoid of the power of 
the Holy Spirit. This is a peril in world-wide Pentecost 
today. Many folk who are not aware that false cults and 
heathen religions are performing miracles fall easy prey 
to anything that appears miraculous. Praise be to God, 
He is performing great miracles through His children 
these days, but the devil has stepped up his miracle pro- 
gram as a result. The human eye can often discern a true 
miracle of God, but Satan, hypnotism, mesmerism, sleight 
of hand, and psychological trickery can also make things 
look miraculous. 

We need more folk who are spiritual enough to discern 
the spirit of the individual rather than play the part of a 
miracle spectator. God help us to discern spirits instead 
of miracles. Let me see Christ in the person’s life first, 
and then I shall have confidence in what my eyes observe 
as appearing miraculous. So, brethren, bear in mind that 
the sign ministry is powerless, useless, and undependable 
unless it is performed by one who manifests the proof of 
true regeneration and portrays unmistakably the gentle, 
unassuming character of Jesus. 


A KNOWLEDGE of the Word of God is not 
spirituality, though quite often it is taken for the genuine 
product. It is quite possible for a person to learn the ma- 
jor historical facts about the Bible and to have a learned 
grasp on the major doctrinal themes. He may have com- 
mitted a great number of scriptures to memory and be 
able to impress the unspiritual. He also may have a great 
knowledge of modern means and methods of promoting 
church work, and he may be had in reputation as a 
scholar. In spite of all these seeming qualifications, he 
may not be a spiritual man. It is possible that much of 
the time he spent in book study should have been spent 
in prayer. It is often observed that this type of person de- 
pends largely on his own intellect to carry him through. 
Consequently, his viewpoints are dogmatic to the point 
that they break fellowship among the hearers, and he as- 
sumes a superior attitude in all questions involving the 
Holy Scriptures. Jesus told the Pharisees that they 
searched the scriptures, for in them they thought they 
had eternal life, and all the while those very scriptures 
were the ones which testified of Him. Though they were 
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great scriptorians, they were guilty of crucifying the 
Prince of Life. 

All this goes to prove that the use and study of the 
scriptures must also be under the control of the Holy 
Spirit and in an attitude of humility. It is not the cold 
rocks of some theological stone quarry that our sheep 
need, rather it is the broken bread passed out with hum- 
ble hands. The Word of God is always pure and whole- 
some to the regenerated soul, but, alas, sometimes it is 
discolored and infected by the human channel that brings 
it. Because a person lays claim to an unusual knowledge 
of the historical and theological facts regarding the 
Word of God does not prove him to be spiritual. Spiritual 
people always abide by the Word, and they always love 
the Word and are untiring students of its sacred truths. 
It is possible, however, to be a student of truth without 
being penetrated by the truth. 

Spirituality is not prayer, fasting, or the observance of 
New Testament ordinances. On this point many legalistic 
folk are completely at sea. When the word “spirituality” 
is mentioned, they immediately have a mental picture of 
how many hours they have prayed during the last week. 
Generally, prayer is a fairly dependable barometer of 
one’s spiritual condition, but it is not entirely dependable. 
The Pharisees made their prayers a method of demon- 
strating their religious zeal. They stood in the market 
places and on the street corners and made long prayers 
for all to hear. In so doing they imagined that they were 
proving to all that they were a deeply spiritual crowd. In 
fact, they were demonstrating how little they actually 
knew about spirituality. 

Jesus gave us some very plain teaching on the accept- 
able attitude in prayer. He counselled us to close our 
closet door and there in secret make our personal com- 
munion with God the holy thing it should be. Alas, how- 
ever, we have “the praying clock-watchers” who do much 
knee bending before the clock. On the following Sunday 
they go into a carnal rhapsody during testimony service, 
and with great emphasis on the number of hours they 
spent in prayer, they infer that the rest of the congre- 
gation are spiritually lazy because they did not pray as 
many hours as they had. The only reason for these long 
prayers is to make a carnal comparison, and when it is 
such it is downright carnality and self-righteousness. 

Jesus said that some people think they will be heard be- 
cause of their much praying, and He exposed the error in 
His account of the Pharisee and the publican entering the 
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SATAN’S MASQUERADE

ID YOU EVER GO to a masquerade party? There 

you saw many people wearing masks to conceal 

their true identity and make believe they were 
someone else. Lots of fun, when it is done for fun! But 
did it ever occur to you that masquerading is not only a 
game played at parties, but that it is being practiced by 
many religious people, and that the Word of God gives 
specific warning concerning them? Hear this word from 
Jesus, our Lord: 

“Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in heaven. Many will say to 
me in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in 
thy name? and in thy name have cast out devils? and in 
thy name done many wonderful works? And then will I 
profess unto them, I never knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity,” Matthew 7:21-23. 

Now, why do I say these people have been masquer- 
ading? Because they say so themselves. They say they 
have been doing great and wonderful things in the name 
of Christ and in the guise of Christianity. But since 
Christ disclaims them absolutely, and refuses to admit 
them into the kingdom of God, it is glaringly evident that 
their mighty works were only showmanship and pretense. 
This is, indeed, a solemn charge to be leveled against 
anyone, but the Lord, Himself, has made it by way of 
warning in order that all may know that pretenders will 
have no part in the glorious kingdom of our God. Pro- 
fessors must, indeed, be possessors. 

Let us examine the text further and see just what it 
means. They professed to have “prophesied in thy name.” 
It thus appears that some of this disappointed company 
will have been ministers of the gospel. At first sight we 
might imagine them to have been infidels, defying God 
and the Bible; but such is not the case. The reference is 
doubtlessly to professional churchmen who will have la- 
bored much in the Church and in benevolent causes, and, 
far from opposing Christ openly, will have labored in His 
name, at least supposedly. A sad picture, but it is true, as 
the Lord has pointed out, that with “many,” religious 
works are mere performances and pure sham. The work- 
ers are sinners, unwilling to admit their sins, unwilling to 
be born again and to take up the cross and bear “His re- 
proach.” It is this group that has popularized Christian- 
ity, toned it down, adulterated its truth, substituting ritu- 
als, liturgies, and modern culture—all powerless to save a 
soul from sin and hell, powerless to give hope to the hope- 
less and peace to troubled hearts. Yet the masquerade 
goes on; the religious act continues. But at last it shall 
come to an end, and the unregenerated actors will, in 
deep despair, pray in earnest to the Lord they have ig- 
nored for admission into His everlasting kingdom. But 
His answer will be, “I never knew you: depart from me, 
ye that work iniquity.” The mask will at last be off, and 
these miserable, deceived souls will be seen as God sees 
them. 


IT IS NOT WITHIN our province to sit in 
judgment upon anyone, but I am thinking earnestly of 
the great numbers of young men who are being gradu- 
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ated annually from various schools of religion, who be- 
come professional churchmen, but who have never 
chanced to meet the Saviour and never known the joy of 
a dynamic experience of salvation through faith in the 
crucified Saviour. It is a grand profession, but no place 
for masquerading. It is needless to go to the benighted 
world unless we can take Christ to them; but no one need 
take anything less, for Christ is certainly available to all. 
It would be better to be like the young uneducated 
preacher who, upon being asked, “Where did you go to 
college?” replied, “I didn’t go to college; I went to Cal- 
vary.” If one has to forfeit some knowledge, by all means 
do not forfeit the knowledge of Christ as personal Sav- 
iour, and be sure He knows you. 

Observe further that this unfortunate group, denied by 
the Lord, professes also that they had “in thy name done 
many wonderful works.” Jesus did not censure them be- 
cause of their works, which doubtlessly were commend- 
able. He simply did not know them. 

St. Paul tells us that one of the signs of the last days 
will be the appearance of a motley and godless company 
of people who “deny the power” of the gospel. (2 Timothy 
3:1-5.) When we read the long list of their sins, we 
know they are not children of God, but we are amazed to 
see that they are wearing masks to conceal their true 
identity; that they have “a form of godliness,” which, to 
be sure, is void of the power of God. God certainly does 
not know them as His children. There are those who live 
habitually in all kinds of sinful pleasure, frequenting the 
dances, taverns, night clubs, drinking and gambling 
houses, who, on Sunday, put on the religious mask and, 
posing as pious saints, go to the house of God, not to re- 
pent of their sins and receive grace to overcome them, 
but to go through a sheer form of religious acting. These 
wanton sinners are unknown to Christ. To their horror, 
at last Christ will say to them, “I never knew you!” You 
see, at the judgment we will appear without our masks. 

There are many religious masks in vogue today—child 
baptism, baptism in lieu of salvation, church membership 
in lieu of Christ. Many innocent people may be fooled by 
these masquerading pretenders. Men may fool each other 
with their masks. But God never looks at the outward 
appearance. He sees the heart, and on the great day of 
final inspection, only one thing will be important: Do you 
know Jesus? and does He know you? 

Paul wrote concerning some of the saints thus, “Whose 
names are in the book of life.” “The righteous shall be in 
everlasting remembrance,” said the Psalmist. Jesus said, 
“Rejoice that your names are written in heaven.” All 
shall perish whose names are not written in the uni- 
versally famous “book of life.” 

You can know about this matter. Jesus said only those 
were eligible to enter His kingdom who do the will of the 
Father. “And this is the will of him that sent me, that 
everyone which seeth the Son, and believeth on him, may 
have everlasting life,” John 6:40. No begging to get in, no 
masquerading, and no pretending will be necessary to 
those who, by faith, receive Jesus Christ as their right- 
eousness and eternal life as a free gift. 
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once belonged to Boaz of the Old Testament, and 

of whose seed came King David and, finally, Christ 
the Saviour of the world. The field in question is noted 
for its fertility; hence, the men of Boaz had the largest 
harvest of wheat from year to year. Since good bread is 
made out of wheat, which is naturally the best subsistence 
for human needs, therefore the same field was destined 
to be such unto this day. 

On the very night Christ, the Bread of Life, was born, 
that field was visited by heavenly hosts proclaiming to 
the night shepherds the Real Manna which satisfies every 
soul. The Shepherds Field, which lies less than two miles 
east of the town of Bethlehem, is the main key to many 
thrilling and fascinating places of Biblical and historical 
interest. On the southwestern end of the said field, we 
find a village named after the ancient shepherds, which 
was built in the beginning of the fourth century by the 
great benefactor Emperor Constantine, who built the 
present basilica over the Holy Manger. On the south of 
the said village and between the vineyards thereof, we fol- 
low the old Roman road running over the many hills of 
Judea for several scores of miles. The said road is jour- 
neyed by camels, donkeys, horses, mules, and men on foot, 
because of its rocky and rough nature. 

My first trip, in August, 1950, was a real thrill and an 
exciting experience, because it made the Bible real and 
fresh to my mind and spirit. It was early in the morning 
when we got our donkeys ready and left the shepherd 
village, travelling southward. Soon our friend stopped to 
draw water for us to drink and to fill our water bottles, 
from a cistern cut in solid rock long before Christ was 
born. The date thereof must be over three thousand years 
now. This cistern is one of many scattered on the hills 
of Judea, the water of which is as cold as ice, gathered 
from the rains that drained into them during the winter 
season. 

As we emerged into the known Judean desert, memor- 
ies of Bible characters and their deeds became a real and 
lively picture before our eyes. While walking in the midst 
of a once-inhabited part of this area, we met many 
shepherds grazing their flocks—a mixture of sheep, 
goats, camels, donkeys, and cows. These shepherds wore 
the same type of clothing that people wore in Bible days, 
and they were enjoying themselves as they played on 
their flutes the native cantatas. We saw those nomad 
girls shepherding their cattle in the same manner as 
Jethro’s and Laban’s daughters did, this being a custom 
from times of old in that country, and until the present 
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day, specially among the Mohammedan nomads. 


AFTER TRAVELLING for several hours, we 
came to the highest and most noted hill, generally known 
as Frank’s Mountain, or Herod’s Mountain. It is an arti- 
ficial hill, about two thousand feet high, constructed by 
Herod the Great as a summer resort. On the northern 
foot of this mountain, or hill, lies the famous pond which 
was built for swimming purposes by the royal family and 
the irrigation of the surrounding gardens in those days. 
The pond, if repaired, could be of some benefit to the sur- 
rounding neglected lands, as it is supplied by rain water 
and holds many millions of gallons. King Herod had his 
magnificent palace built thereon and annexed by a bath. 
The remains are still there, the architecture of which is 
considered the strongest and most adequate of any even 
in these modern days. Below the palace he had a very 
large reservoir, which caught all the rain water that fell 
on the roof of that huge building, which had become 
enough to supply the residents thereon. We sat on the 
high roof of the royal bath and viewed most of Palestine, 
and the cool breeze we felt there we had never before ex- 
perienced. 

After breakfast and prayer, we planned to go to the 
Cave of Adullam, where David and his men hid during 
his flight from King Saul, who sought his life. As we de- 
scended that gigantic hill, we found it risky riding our 
donkeys, therefore had to walk among sharp rocks and 
pricky briers and thistles. We passed several shepherds 
with their flocks, standing around those Roman cisterns 
drawing water for their cattle to drink, and as there was 
no better water for us to drink, we were obliged to drink 
from that water shared by man and animal alike. 

Going in to explore the cave is very risky for one with- 
out first being tied with a rope and having a lamp in 
hand, for there is no end to it. Close to the entrance of 
the cave there is a very high rock in the form of a roof, 
from which trickles spring water as clear as a crystal, 
into a basin cut in the rock, from which we drank gladly. 
David and his men, no doubt, drank from the same all 
the days they were in the wilderness. 

We rested for a while, then continued our journey to 
the south until we came to the village of the prophet 
Amos, Tekoa. Walls of many houses up to five or eight 
feet are still standing, and the ruins extend for several 
miles. It surely must have been a town and not a village, 
as some think. We began to search among the remains 
and finally came upon the village of Famous Fountain.

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For a text I should like to call your attention to the 
4th and last chapter of Paul’s letter to the church at 
Philippi, Verse 13: “But my God shall supp’y all your 
need according to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus.” 


HIS BEAUTIFUL text comes at the close of one 

IE the most inspiring of Paul’s church letters. 

Time and again the apostle had written to some 

of the other churches upbraiding them for their im- 

morality, fanaticism, and division. Some of his writings 

were designed to straighten out the Church in a doctri- 

nal way, but it was not true with Paul’s letter to the 
Philippians, which was a real benediction of LOVE. 

The character of this epistle is that of a spiritual love 
letter to the Church. Even though Paul was a prisoner, 
there were outbursts of love and gratitude as he penned 
his message to them. In the time of his hardest of cir- 
cumstances, he strikes notes of joy and victory. 

The Philippian Church was an ideal one in many ways, 
but they were particularly appreciative and benevolent. 
Paul reminds them of this in the closing chapter of his 
epistle. In verse 14 he says, “Ye have well done, that ye 
did communicate with my affliction.” In verse 16 he says, 
“For even in Thessalonica ye sent once and again unto 
my necessity.” But just look how he climaxes the picture. 
In verse 18 he says, “But I have all, and abound: I am 
full, having received of Epaphroditus the things which 
were sent from you, an odor of a sweet smell, a sacrifice 
acceptable, wellpleasing to God.” 

Having exhausted his vocabulary of thanksgiving and 
appreciation for what the Philippian Church had done, 
Paul turns the table and literally says, “You have been 
doing for God and for me, now I have something for you. 
Here it is—a text: My God shall supply all your need 
according to his riches in glory by Carist Jesus.” 

This text has rightly been called “the bank note of 
faith.” It is justly deserving of the name because it em- 
bodies all of the characteristics of the regular bank note, 
with which most of us are so well acquainted. Had you 
thought of it in this way? And, had you thought of its 
benefits being yours as well as belonging to the Philip- 
pians? Let us look at it by way of comparison, with its 
form and provisions. 


First, name of Banks:r—My God 

Second, promise to pay—shall supply 

Third, the amount—all your need 

Fourth, bank capital—according to his riches 
Fifth, location of bank—in glory 

Sixth, name of Cashier—by Christ Jesus. 


FIRST, MY GOD. The first word of these 
two individualizes the Banker. Paul realized the Banker 
of our Bank of Faith as his Banker, and in passing this 
note to us through faith gives us that same individual 
claim so that the child of God may say, “My Father, 
My Lord, and My God.” But, what do we have in God as 
our Banker? Perhaps the three Latin words usually ac- 
cepted as defining God are sufficient. Here they are: 
Omnipotent, all powerful; Omnicient, all wise; and Om- 
nipresent, present everywhere. Oh, what a Banker! Could 
anyone ask more? Our earthly banker may have power 
and may be a special friend, but his power is earthly 
and, therefore, is limited. Not so with God. He was known 
to Abraham as the all powerful and this title has fol- 
lowed Him on down through the ages. He has the power 
to do for all of those who through faith call upon Him. 

As the all-wise One, He knows all about us; therefore, 
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He is the more able to help us. Paul knew Him as My 
God, but in this there is a glorious response, for not only 
is He my God, but I am also His child. This glorious re- 
lationship is not only known but acknowledged in His 
omnicience. 

But that which brings God as a Banker close and ex- 
perimentally real unto us is His omnipresence. When 
God wanted Moses to go before Pharaoh, Moses inquired, 
“Who shall I tell Pharaoh hath sent me?” God said, “Tell 
him, I AM hath sent me.” God is still the I AM, who has 
the wisdom and the power to do for us. It is easy to think 
of God as the wise and powerful One, but few can realize 
His omnipresence. They like to think of Him as far up 
in the heavens, or as in New York, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
or, more popularly, in the four- or five-pole tent in the 
next city. No. If you have this bank note of faith, He is 
here to cash it for you. He is the ever- and all-present 
One. He is a God at hand. 

But this bank note has also a promise to pay—‘shall 
supply.” This dces not have to be written in. It is there. 
God’s Word is packed from cover to cover with precious 
promises and all of them can be considered as being pre- 
ceded with a shall. God hath promised, He will fulfill, 
for He is not slack concerning His promises. 

Then, how beautiful the picture is in this third di- 
vision. Not only has this all-powerful, all-wise, ever~ 
present One promised to supply, but He has made it to 
cover this amount—“all you need.” It has been said that 
when Henry Ward Beecher was making his celebrated 
trip around the world, his bosom friend, Johnnie Wanna- 
maker, handed him a check book. In looking through it, 
Mr. Beecher observed that upon its otherwise blank 
checks appeared the signature of Johnnie Wannamaker. 
Curiously, Mr. Beecher inquired, “You have all of the 
checks signed, but they are not filled in with the 
amount?” “Oh,” said Mr. Wannamaker, “that is for you 
to do. Draw freely.” That is just what the Lord would 
have us do. His resources are unlimited, and He invites 
us to draw freely upon them. How much? All you need. 


WHAT ABOUT THE resources? Our bank 
note also provides for that, for we have on its face this 
statement, “according to his riches.” The story is told of 
a woman giving testimony in one of Bud Robinson’s re- 
vival meetings suddenly exclaiming, “Praise the Lord, I 
am rich. My Father owns the cattle on a thousand hills.” 
“Yes,” exclaimed Brother Robinson, “and all the taters 
in the hills.” That possibly might have been a crude way 
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of expressing it, yet its meaning is the same. “The earth 
is the Lord’s, and the fulness thereof; the world and they 
that dwell therein,” Psalm 29:1. So, your note is backed 
by all the resources of earth and heaven. Its resources 
and backing are just the same for us as for David. 

This bank note does not only provide the name of the 
Banker, the promise to pay, the amount, and the bank 
capital, but it also provides for the security of its hold- 
ings. Therefore, we have these words, “in glory.” When 
Jesus was here in the flesh, He admonished those who 
heard Him not to lay their treasures up on earth, where 
moth and rust corrupt and where thieves break through 
and steal, but to lay them up in heaven, where moth 
and rust doth not corrupt and where thieves do not 
break through and steal. 

In the year 1925, I became pastor of a small church 
at Miami, Florida. I had a small but very prosperous 
group. The boom was on. Real estate was changing hands 
rapidly. Business was transacted on and with paper re- 
quiring first, second, third, fourth, and sometimes fifth 
mortgages, but everyone seemed prosperous. Testimonies 
were good. Joy reigned supreme. Then came the slump. 
Second, third, and fourth mortgages were no good. Peo- 
ple became sad, looking down and lamenting over their 
loss. One night in a prayer service, when people were 
lamenting their loss of all earthly good, a young man 
from Georgia arose. “I am happy,” he said, “that my 
property has not depreciated in value. I have invested 
where moth and rust doth not corrupt. My mansion in- 
creases in value as I draw nearer.” And he looked really 
happy over the situation. The people smiled and got their 
minds off of their material losses and on the real bless- 
ings of heaven, which are eternal. They, too, seemed to 
get the vision. Yes, this bank is located in heaven, for 
eternity. All deposits are adequately insured, and all as- 
sets are thoroughly guaranteed. 


Now, FOR THE finishing touch of this note. 
It is signed by the Cashier, “Christ Jesus.” Many were 
the times while Christ was here in the flesh that He des- 
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ignated Himself as a mediator. “I will pray the Father,” 
said He, “and he will send you another Comforter.” Jesus 
not only assumed the role of middle man to usward, but 
countersigned the promises of God for us. He further 
designates Himself as caring for our estate and as a 
guardian of our heavenly treasures when He says, “I go 
to prepare a place for you.” There could be no greater 
signature than that of our Lord and Christ. He has ac- 
complished the inauguration of the plan for which He 
came, suffered, and died, and on the cross, with His own 
blood, He wrote across the face of all the promises to 
and plans for God’s people: “It is finished.” Oh, what a 
note: “My God shall supply all your need according to 
his riches in glory by Christ Jesus’! A very appropriate 
question for one to ask might be, “May I claim this note 
as mine?” Yes, but this, as other things which are prom- 
ised to us, is conditional. This question may be answered 
with other questions. First, are you acquainted with the 
Banker? Second, do you have an account with the bank? 
Third, are you a brother to the Cashier? Those are close 
requirements but are arranged for all. 

I was once called to pray for a deacon of the church 
who had a bad case of the Florida sore eyes. He was in a 
room to himself, with all the shades pulled down. His eyes 
were like blood clots, and when he opened them with his 
fingers, blood and corruption flowed freely from them. 
We prayed several times, but there seemed to be no vic- 
tory. Someone finally suggested that we read something 
from the Word of God. We read from the 5th chapter of 
James, “Confess your faults one to another and pray one 
for another that ye may be healed.” “Wait a minute,” 
said the deacon. “I know what is the matter. I have been 
asking God for help, but I have been doing little or noth- 
ing for Him. I have not even been paying my tithes, but 
if God will accept them and forgive me, I will pay up.” 
At that moment the power of God came. The deacon 
cashed in on faith bank note and was instantly healed. 
From that time on he kept in good grace with the Banker 
and kept his account at the bank in good shape. He was 
always able to cash in on his note.

Temple. One prayed a long, beautiful, nice-sounding, self- 
righteous prayer. The other prayed a short, simple, rug- 
ged, factual, worshipful, honest, penitent prayer. The lat- 
ter was heard, and the former was not. It is the attitude, 
not the hours that count in praying. Paul inferred that 
this attitude should be the constant experience of the 
spiritual believer. He counselled us to be “praying always 
with all prayer and supplication in the Spirit, and watch- 
ing thereunto with all perseverance and supplication for 
all saints.” With the spiritual attitude, prayer is not spo- 
radic, nor spasmodic. The spiritual person is constantly 
in an attitude of prayer and communion with God. He 
walks with God, not back and forth to and from God, as 
this clock-watching attitude would infer. One fellow says, 
“This week I spent fourteen hours with God.” Pray tell, 
where was he during the other 84 hours of daylight? 

It is true that the spiritual person will find time for 
personal, private devotion with God, but at such times he 
will be oblivious to the hours or minutes spent. He feels a 
yearning for personal secret fellowship with his Father, so 
he retires to his place of worship and emerges when he is 
satisfied. The time spent is unimportant, as it may be a 
few minutes or many hours. The point is not in the time, 
but in the personal benefits and growth in Christlikeness. 
He will be the last one to boast about the hours he spent 
with his Father. Once a person tells how many hours he 
has spent in prayer, it.is no longer a secret. Verily, he 
has received his reward, measured in the approbation of 
men, not the spontaneous manifestation of Christlikeness 
and power. 

«Prayer is the one true avenue of personal communion 
with God. It is the only channel through which God and 
‘His children become intimately acquainted. It is sad, in- 
‘deed, when this sacred activity is taken out of its scrip- 
tural setting and made to be a basis for carnal boasting 
and false piety. Mere hours spent alone with bent knees 
and an unbent heart will tend to further delude the self- 
deluded soul and will create an unscriptural and unspir- 
itual view of prayer in the minds of others.

The spring is on the western side of the town and is 
found in a semi-tavern, the water of which is as ice, and 
running from three different directions, sparkling like 
pearls mingled with crystal. It runs into a large basin in 
the middle and then disappears underneath. We sat down 
at this historical spring and pictured Brother Amos 
bringing his flock hither, watering every head thereof, 
and at last filling his skin water bottle and marching 
home to rest for the night. After we ate some and drank 
of this sweet and cold water, before leaving for home we 
filled our water bottles and took them home as a prize. 

The distance between Bethlehem and these three plac- 
es, namely, Herod’s Mountain, Cave of Adullam, and 
Amos Town, must be about twenty-five miles. We stopped 
with many shepherds at various cisterns watering their 
flocks.

Third, plan 
your preaching at least one year in advance. I have 
learned that taking time in my summer holidays 
to pl4n next year’s preaching pays as big dividends 
as any investment I can make.

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NAE PONDERS FINANCIAL 
PROGRAM 

CHICAGO (EP)—The Rev. George 
L. Ford was named director of finance 
and promotion for the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals at a board 
of directors’ meeting here. Mr. Ford, a 
Free Methodist minister, now heads 
the NAE’s northwest regional office in 
Portland, Oregon. His appointment, 
announced by Dr. Paul S. Rees, of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, president of 
the association, will become effective 
May 1. Dr. Rees, vice-president of the 
Evangelical Mission Covenant Church, 
presided over the meeting of 60 direc- 
tors. Dr. William H. Lee Spratt, pastor 
of Lorimer Baptist church here and 
chairman of the NAE’s temporary 
committee on operations, authorized 
Dr. Rees to call the session to discuss 
leadership and financial problems. 

No action was taken, however, to 
replace two top NAE officials who ré- 
signed in December: Dr. R. L. Decker, 
of Kansas City, Missouri, executive 
director, and the Rev. Harold G. Tay- 
lor, of Chicago, assistant executive di- 
rector. 

Their successors will be named, Dr. 
Rees said, before the 11th annual 
NAE convention opens next April in 
Cleveland. 

Delegates discussed ways and 
means, Dr. Rees said, of obtaining in- 
creased financial support for the 
NAE’s greatly-expande ee. He 
said the association’s budget had 
grown from $25,000 in 1943, when the 
NAE was formally organized, to $117,- 
000 in 1953. “After 10 years of expan- 
sion,” Dr. Rees said, “we have to take 
steps to effect economies through 
more efficient operations.” 

The board agreed on a plan to allot 
more responsibilities to the five 4 
ional offices—reducing desk work in 
the Chicago headquarters — and to 
—— more streamlined methods of 
bookkeeping.

The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has voted to exempt from in- 
come tax the rental allowance given a 
minister by a church in lieu of fur- 
nishing him with a parsonage, provid- 
ed the allowance is “earmarked,” and 
actually used for rent payments. 


Speaking at Syracuse, N. Y., Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, formerly a United 
Nations delegate, said she often won- 


dered why the United States was 
spared from being bombed or invaded 
during World War II. Her conclusion 
is that it was “the grace of God that 
spared this country so that it could 
use its power for good in the world.” 

Americans spent $10,200,000,000 for 
medical and other health expenses for 
the year ending last June, accordin 
to a national survey released las 
week. It found 15 per cent of Ameri- 
can families owed $1,000,000,000 for 
medical and health expenses; that 58 
per cent were protected by some kind 
of health insurance; and that hospital 
medical expense accounted for two of 
the 10-plus billion dollars, and 3.8 bil- 
lions represented physicians’ and sur- 
geons’ fees. 


Superior Court Judge Malcolm C. 
Paul, of Nashville, North Carolina, has 
ruled that the members of the North 
Rocky Mount Baptist Church who vot- 
ed last August to withdraw the con- 
gregation from the Southern Baptist 
Convention thereby “ceased to be a 
part of the true congregation and are 
not entitled to share in the use and 
possession” of its $250,000 property. 
Pending judgment of the appeal, 
which is being made to the State Su- 
preme Court, both factions have been 
assigned the use of the building at 
different times.
